charges his Majeſty to be-a Juſt Rrrions And th Nl 
ave met with ſome reports which ſeer to impugne this. 
ſertion, yet upon due examination of them, 1 am the hbre 
confirmedin this Chara&er:For though rhe defe&ion offome 
of the Royal Party hath'given his Majeſty eneral gromds 
of ſuſpition, yet there is no man more averſe then | af $ 
entertain an ill opinion of nx perſon, of whole | ny 
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hath had experience. But it hath been his fortune (as what 
Prince or private perſon can avoid it )) to have had ſome 
abſent perſons of Merit and Integrity miſrepreſented to 
him by ſuch Cubtile Arts, as humane wit could not at the 
preſent find out the falſhood. Some of theſe unccent (uffer- 
ers, either from the confidence of their own Sincerity , or 
poſlibly, from their indifferency for his Majefties good Opi- 
nion ( he not being in a condition either to reward or pu» 
niſh ) have neglected their defence, and lain for ſome time 
under his diſpleaſure ; but as ſoon as he once diſcovered 
the abuſe C though without their applications } he hath noc 
only made them very Honourable reparations, but marked 
the Informers with a publick Character of Infamy: And ot 
this particular I have ſo diftinit a knowledge, that I do as 
confidently believehe is Fuff, as that he is a Mz7. 

Theſe generous Qualities are aftuated by the Magnani- 
mity of his mind, expreſſed in his Fortitude and Conrage , 
which 1 may beſt compare to one another; for his Majefty 
hath (hewed as great Courage in Is attempts, to recover 
his juſt rights , as Fortitude in lus ſubmiſſion to Providence, 
in the derifion of the Battel againſt him; and yet chere 
lavebeenſome Infe&ious breaths, who have endeavoured 
co blaſt his juſt Reputation ;\but he hath ſo {ingnaliz'd his 
Courage whereſoever he appeat'd, that even his inveterate 
Enemy Cromwe! himfelt , could not refuſe him his juſt 
praiſes, though it was not his .cuſtome to give his Enemies 
their due honour, or to tell a truth , that might redound 
to his prejudice: But as this Charatter is not doubted by 
his Frieds abroad, ſo 1 wiſh that it may never be known by 
experience to his enemies at home. 

But that they may not be alarni'd by this laſt Period ; 1 
do aſſure them, that Clemency is-as natural to his Majeſty. 
_ US Courage : which isa Propohtion that proves it lelf ; for 

there is no man truly valiant, that can be cruel ; and it 
were © degrade himſelf, not to pardon Injuries ; for in 
B taking 
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taking revenge, a man is but even with his Enemy : but in 
paſling it over , he is become his Superiour. Theſe are 
ceneral notions which 1 muſt apply to their particular 
whom it may concern : His Majeftzes genuine C/emency 
1s confirm'd by his veneration for his Fathers memory, who: | 
left him his commands to pardon his Enemies ( even thoſe 
Enemies, who mingled their hauds in his innocent blood ) 
as his laſt Legacy; and I do know,that he is convinced, that F 
it 1s his intereſt to forgive thoſe that have oppos'd him, F 
if they produce any ſeafonable Teſtimonies of their retum | 
and good intentions towards him ; knowing that the ds |.

Friends : and he defires to make his accefſe to his Throne þ 
as innocent , and as certain as he can; and therefore az |

That the beſt means toreſtore the crazie Body of the Kiny | 
dom to its former health and vigour, is not to cure one | 
part, by afflifting of the other ; but to heal thoſe wounds 
which are already feſtred by their proper lenitives, and to 
remove ( as much as lies 1n his power ) all the cauſes

Wl - But his Majefties natural Clemency may poſſibly want the 
deſirable Effte&s towards penitent Offenders, if he be'not | 
poſſeſt of a Religious fidelity of performing bis Promiſe, and 
a Conſtancy of Reſolution : If at leaſt the 111 adviſed paſſion | 
of the parties that have ſufferd ſhould ever incline them 
| | to importune him for their revenge, under the Stile of 
0 Fuſtice : To this Ireply , That perfdiouſneſſe and: Irte- | 
bl... {olution are ſo dire&tly oppoſite to thoſe Qualities. which 
Ti. have already enumerated in his Majeſties Chara@er , that 
b they are altogether inconſiftent ; and if he ſhould: have the 
Wis | leaſt inclination. to. Hypocrifie, that which I have my" 
"ok 
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aid of him cannot be true; but he knows very well that 
the reputation of Faithfulneſſe is one of the chiefeſt pillars 
of Regall Power 3 and that even his Friends may reaſ{on- 
ably Uſpe& the performance of his pronuſes to them, if he 
breaks his Faith to his Enemies. 

But to be more particular, I have often heard his Ma- 
zeſty declaime againſt the perfidious praftices, which he had 
oblerved in the Negotiations of ſome Publick Miniſters 
abroad 3 and Mendo not uſe to declare an open War againſt 
thoſe Vices , to which themſelves are obnoxious ; and I 
could name ſome Perſons, whom he is pleaſed to honow 
with a particular eſteem, that have no other conſpicuous

Virtue beſides their impregnable Honeſty ; for there is no- 


thing in Nature more productive of friendſhip , then ſome 
reſemblance in manners : But the narrowneſſe of his For- 
tune not ſuffering him. to ſupply ſome empty men, as pro- 
fuſely, as they had promis'd themſelves 3 they have branded 
his Majeſty with Ingratitude, and Unfaithfulneſfſe , Sins 
which he abhors both from his Nature and Judgement. 

A man that is only Innocent, and not aftively Vertuous, 15 
ſo near to imperfeCtion and weakneſle , that it is heard to 
diftinguiſh their confines ; and if it be granted that his M- 
jeſty does poſleſſe theſe Illuſtrious Qualities , yet if he 
wants the Nature to produce them by praftice , they may 
ſerve his Flatterers for Panegyricks , but they will be of 
little benefit to his People; therefore it is neceſſary to 
evince his Indyſtry, to confirm the Charrafter of an accom- 
phſh'd Prince, 

There was for a long time ſo'dead a Calm in his buſineſle, 
his Enemies being fo ftrong at home , and his Friends fo 
engaged abroad, that he could not make one notorious pru- 


- dent ſtep towards his recovery , which his cautclous Ene- 


mies have repreſented to the undiſcerning People under the 
reproach of Lazineſſe. But the beſt of it is, he hath had 
an Army of his own Subje&s for the Witneſſes as el of 
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his Induſtry as Court9ge : And if theſe nningenuons cen« 
ſirers had been of his Train the laſt Year, waen his Mietty 
rid Poſt above two hundred Leagues through France -an$ 
part of Spain, in the heat of Summer, 1 perlwade my (elf 
they would have confeſſed their own wearineſſe, t 
pollibly they had denied his Diligence : And he ſpares has 
Mind as Ititleas his Body, for behdes his converſation with 
Books , he conſults and inftrufts all men that addreflety 
him in his bufinefſe and amongſt his Correſpondents ( which 
are not few ) it may be there will ſcare be found .One to' 
whom he owes a Letter. | 
Amongſt the Moral Vertyes there are fome which have | 
not ſuch glorious Names as theſe which I have already men- 
tioned; but ] think theyare very confiderable, becauſe they 
are more diffus'd into the ordinary Actions of our lives. F 
In this n':1mber I reckon Temperance in Speech , wherein his 
Mijeſty ſo excels, that I have often thought of it with ad 
- miration ; for though L have ſometimes ſeen him very juſs 
ly angry, yet the hardeſt expreſſion that I have ever heard 
him uſe to a Gentleman, was once, and but onee, wheihe 
coid one of his domeſticks, That he was att Inſolent fettow! 
And though the Author of A /ate Letter from a: near' At» 
tendant on his Mtjeſty, dated from Bruſſels, and written. 
London , may poſſibly be diſpleaſed with this contradiftion, 
yet out of my reſpeCt to. Truth, I an bold to afhrm, ' Fhat' 
ro the beſt of my remembrance , I never heard his Mey 
ſwear an Oath in-my life: But jt 1s well known out of what 
Quiver theſe poyloned Arrows come , which being :{ibt!4, 
againſt the impenetrable Buckler of his Innocency, will re- 
bound upon the faces of thoſe wicked men that did} firſt le«' 
vel them. ſ 
To this may be joyn'd: lys Spbriety m/ Diet, in whicy ke 
ſeldome makes the leaſt exceffe , thongh. he ſands not in 
awe of his Conſtitution 3 for he is of ſo healthful a Tempera-' 
ment , that I have not known him above thrice fick thefe 
« eighteen 
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eighteen Years : But he ſo Naturally bates Debauchery, 
that his ſeverity to this vice hath cured fome habitual drun- 
kards , who have chofen rather to part with their beloved 
fins, then with bz Majeſties Favour. 

Though I can neither impugne nor defend the conſtant 
auſterity of his Majeſties life, fince it is poſſible that, in the 
heats of his Youth he may have rendred. to the powerful 
charms of Beauty; yet I am certain that for many. years. he 


bath been ſo Chaſt and Cautious, that I have not heard, the 


leaſt whiſper of any indecent Gallantry : And yet his impu- 
dent Eneniies have not only reproached him with habitual 
 Jncontinence.,and farc*d their ſlanders with falſe and f1volous 
tales, knowing that Fame, like water, bears up-light things 
aud ſwallows the heavy ; but they have ſuborned their 
Mercenary Prophets to denounce Gods Judgements againſt 
bim, for theſe ſuppoſed Frailties, and to infer with as all 
Morality as Logick , That his Majeſty is unfit for Govery- 
ment , becauſe that in his Youth he may not have been 
ſtronger then Sanyon , wiſer then Solomon, or more holy 
then David. But whoſoever will impartially conſder his 
juſt CharaQer , and compare him either with the Ancient 
and modern Princes-of the Worid : will hardly find 2 prece- 
dent where ſo. many, ſhining qualities are. aflembled ,- or {@ 
litthe ſhadowed with any ingliyations to vice : and, if ſolid 
Vertue and Abilities tor Government, were a, juſt title to 
Dominica, the Brutiſh Ocean would not be the coufines of 
his Empire. |

tend my ſelf upon the diſcourſe of his Humility, Meekneſſe, 
Charity , and other divine Graces, fince theſe produce the 
ſame effe&ts (though more rais'd, becauſe they are deriv'd 
from a higher Caulſe,for Chriſtian Religion is only reaſon ſub- 
lind) whicaT have already treated under other names;and 
they are fitter for the Pens of thoſe who have entrance into 
the Sanduary, then for a ſecular Perſon; therefore I ſhall 
only inſiſt upon his Majeſties firmneſſe to his Religion, as the |} 
moſt conducing to our Purpoſe. N 

And in this particular, he hath given ſuch ſignal teſtimo» 
nies to the world, that I wonder at the folly, as well as the 
malice of his Enemies , that have planted their Batteries 
againſt this point ; but it isa Maxime deriv*d from the Fa 
ther of Lyes, To calumniate boldly , that vor nog, may re» 
main, and the people are ſo ſuſceptible of tales , that it is 
hard to' invent a Fable which is above their Faith. vi 

His Majeſty having paſſed ten years of his exile in the ter- 
ritories of Catholick Princes, in France, Germany and Flan« 
ders, it cannot be doubted that: he hath been frequently 
importuned to change his Religion, either by thoſe, who 
out of a firm-perſwation of the verity of their own belich 
have thonght it a charity to make him a Convert ; or thole , 
who from the preſumption of their' great abilities in Cone 
troverſie , have had the ambition to adde fo illuftrious's 
perſon to the number of their Proſe/ytes, or thole Politici> 
«ns, who (deſpairing of his re-eſtabhiſhment, unlefle by the 
aſſiſtance of Catholick Princes ) haye urged his converſion to 
the Roman Faith, as the beſt means to take the benevo- 
lence of his Alleys : but they have all encountred ſuch an 
immovable firmnefle in his Majeſty tothe Principles of his 
Religion, that they have retir'd from the aſſault with no | 
other effe&s,then the fatisfaQion of having diſcharged their 
Conſciences, by their officious Counſfels. -

is 
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His Maiefty was frequently attacqued ( whilſt he remained 
in France ) by Monſieur de 1a Melitiere, a man of an excel- 
lent ſpirit, who had been formerly a Calviniſt, and by Mon- 
fieur Salmonet originally a Scots-man, and favourite to the 
Cardinal de Retz, who have fince printed and publiſhed the 
Arguments of their conference 3 and there is hardly any 
Roman Catholick of note for piety or Learning in any part 
ofthe World, where bis Majeſty hath been, that hath not e 
joyned his Forces to combate him for his Religion. 

- And ſhall he that hath paſſed. ſo. ſuccefſefully through a 
ten-years War 1n the defence of his Faith, be rob'd of his 
Triumph, and of his Higheſt Title,. by. the tongue or pen of 
a perjur*d Villain? We muſt then conclude, that 7yſtice is 
fled to Heaven , and hath left us nothing here but her B2/- 
lance, in which theſe wretched men do weigh their worldly 
Intereſts , againſt all the moral and divine Vertues ; but 
Truth will be juſtified of her Children, and his Majefties perſe- 
verance in his Religion will be dear to the truely pious 
People of this Nation, when the faces of theſe flanders ſhall 
grow black with confuſion. 

But his Myeſties Fervour for his own way of Worſhi 
does not invade his Charity, to diſſenting Chriſtians : He is 
convinced by his Experience, as well as by his Reaſon, That 
Conſciences are not to be Jus , and that men may reaſo- 
nably ſuſpe& the truth of. that Rzligton , which uſeth the 
Sword for her Argument ; finceit is as much againſt Reaſon 
as Charity, to perſecute thoſe who may be in the right, or 
If not, thall by this means be kept- longer in- the-wrong.3 
Andtherefore thoſe tender Eonſciences , who worſhip God 
in the fincerity of their ſpirits,and do not difſent from their 
Brethren, to advance their hurrne Intereſts, ought to joyn 
in their. prayers to Almighty God , with the reſt of the. 
people; to place this Religiow, Virtuom King mn peace,. 
upon the Throne of his Anceſtors,
